Heroic Effort to Combat the 
Poison. 


INTENSE PAIN’ FOLLOWED 


FRUIT STAND PROPRIETOR THE

CHIEF SAYS THEY MEANT “SAM” 


SO HE ASSIGNS THE MAN, NOT 
ELECTED, TO DUTY. 


Predicted That the Incident Will Cause 
a Serious Break in the Board— 
Some Excitement at the 
Four Courts. 


Chief of Police Kiely thinks that the 
Board of Police Commissioners made a 
mistake Friday when they elected Sergt. 


the lieutenantcy to succeed Lieut. Johnson 
of the Central district. f . 

Chief Kiely thinks that the, board intend- 
ed to elect Sergt. Samuel Sullens of the 
Tenth district. The fact that some of the 
commissioners did not entertain this same 
belief did not deter Chief Kiely.from sehd- 
ing for both of the Sergéants Bullens and 
telling them that the board had made a 
mistake, and that Sergt. ‘‘Sam” was it.“ 

This was after Chief Kiely had several 
secret and apparently. important interviews 
with Dr. William R. Faulkner, general 
manager of police property. This position 
was created about a year ago. Prior *o 
that time Dr. Faulkner was superintendent 
of the police stables. Since Chief Kiely 
has been in power Dr. Faulkner is.cred- 
ited with being the real power at the Four 
Courts. 


SAMUEL OR JOSEPH. 


Shortly after 9 o’clock Saturday morning 
Sergt. Samuel Sullens was at the chief's 
office, by orders, and was told by the chief 
that he was the Heutenant and that he 
— 1 be assigned to duty at the Tenth dis- 
trict. 

Lieut. Schwartz of the Tenth was sent 
to the Fifth, and Lieut. Thomas Walsh of 
the Fifth was ordered transferred to the 


Central district. 


Chief Kiely was asked how the error in 
the election came about. He replied that 
he could not answer. Then he was asked 
how the error was discovered. He said that 
Sergt. Sam Sullens had told him that he 
was an applicant for the position and that 
Joseph Sullens had not tried for the place. 
Then the chief said that the commissioners 
had told him that they had made a mis- 
take. eo 
The Post-Dispatch spoke to Acting Mayor 
Hornsby, who is ex-officio member of the 
police board, and who was at Friday’s ses- 
sion, and took part in the election. 

The situation was explained to Mr. 
Hornsby. The acting mayor said: 

“The official récord of the board will 
speak for itself. I myself voted for Sergt. 
Joseph Sullens of the Central district. I 


bers voted, for the meeting was an execu- 
tive one. However, there is no higher au- 
thority than the official record of the pro- 
ceedings, and that will have to stand.“ 


JOSEPH WAS ELECTED. 


Mr. Hornsby was asked if he had spoken 
to the chief of police regarding the case, 
and had intimated that there was a mis- 
take. 

“I was not spoken to by the chief or any 
other police official, and the information 
that is now given to me by the Post-Dis- 
patch is the first inkling that I have had 
of the case.” 

The official record was shown to the Post- 
Dispatch by Secretary Thomas.J. Ward. 
It shows that Joseph Sullens was elected. 

“I will recognize only the record of the 
board.“ said Mr. Ward. Until the record 
is ordered changed by the board I will con- 
sider Joseph Sullens to be the one who was 
elected lieutenant. 

Commissioner William G. Frye was seen 
by the Post-Dispatch. 

“I certainly voted for Sergt. Joseph Sul- 
lens of the Central district.“ said Mr. 
Frye, “and he was undoubtedly elected. 
I did not know Sergt. Sullens personally, 
and I did not know that there was another 
Sergt. Sullens. 

"I have heard no word that the board 
made a mistake, and I have discussed no 
such proposition with anyone. All of this 
is news to me. The official record of the 
board must stand and I will certainly in- 
vestigate the case at once.“ 

Mr. Frye appeared indignant that 80 
plain a record could be misconstrued and 
that a man who had not been elected should 
be installed to an office to which another 
man had been elected. 


CHIEF KIELY’S ACT. 


Efforts were made to reach President 
Hawes. He could not be found. The police 
officials had kept the wire hot all morning 
trying to locate him. 

All morning the office of the chief of 
police was a scene of great activity. Dr.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—The third 
day’s testimony given by Admiral @ewey 
before the Senate committee on the Pall 
ippines began with a reference to the state- 
met made by the admiral at tne first day’s 
proceding concerning the proffer made by 
the Spanish governor-general to surrender 
to him. Senator Carmack called attention 
to the fact that the press reports made it 
appear that he had said during the next 
24 hours after the destruction of the Span- 
ish fleet on May 1, there had been several 
proffers of surrender on the part of the 
governor. The admiral replied that he had 
said that between May 1 and Aug. 13 the 
governor-general had sent word to him 
more than once that he would be pleased to 
surrender to the navy. The first proffer, 
he said, was made in May through the 
English consul and subsequent proffers 
were made through the Belgian consul. At 
the time, the admiral admitted, Aguinaido 
had begun operations around 
was working toward the city.

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CULMINATION OF A LONG FIGHT. 


The announcement that the St. Louis & Suburban Railway 
has equipped all its cars with a new fender, approved by the 
Board of Public Improvements under the new law, and that the 
transit company will speedily do the same, comes as the culmi- 
nation of a long, continuous and persistent fight carried on by 
the Post-Dispatch in behalf of life-saving fenders on the St. Louis 
street cars. 3 

In order to bring about thg enactment of the original fender 
iaw, the Post-Dispatch secured the signing of a petition in favor 
of that law by over 50,000 citizens. The law was passed. But in 
acting on its provisions the then existing Board of Public Im- 
provements made the mistake of approving forms of fender that 
were worthless. 

As soon as this fact appeared, the Post-Dispatch vigorously 
took up the fight for a new fender law, which was signed by tho 
mayor last Degember, and at the same time urged the equip- 
ment of all cars with effective brakes, to- further safeguard 
human life and limb. A law providing for such brakes was in- 
troduced by Councilman Charles Gibson and passed. And ever 
since this law went into effect in April last, the Post-Dispatch 
has insisted that the street railway companies be compelled to 
obey it without unnecessary delay. 

As a result of this, the Suburban Railway Co. has announced 
its willingness to submit designs for brakes to the Board of 
Public Improvements and the transit company now appears more 
Willing to obey the law than it wae a few days ago.

WHAT THE MINER REALLY 
MAKES. 


John McDowell in the Pilgrim for July. 

There is a wide difference of opinion re- 
garding the actual wages of the striking 
anthracite miner. The nominal wages, as 
figured by tne operator, vary from $50 to 
$75 per month. The actual wages, as fig- 
ured by the miner, vary from $30 to $38 a 
month. This difference is due to the fact 
that the operator figures on the basis of 
full time, while the fact is that the miner 
rarely makes full time, and is compelled to 
figure according to the actual number 
of days he has worked, which in the past 
10 years have averaged little over 15 days 
to the month. The report of the Pennsyl- 
vania bureau of mines and mining for 1509 
shows that the average wages of the miner 
for that year would not exceed $285, an av- 
erage of $23.71 per month. Peter Roberts, 
in his rg ent publication on the anthraciie 
coal — — gives the average monthly 
earnings of the miner for the year 1895 as 
$34.10,-and that of the day laborer as $22.4 
—an average of $1.37 per day for the miner 
and 90 cents for the laborer. I take from 
my notebook the following statement made 
by an old miner whose word cannot be 
questioned: 

Family of six: > 

Average monthly wages for 12 months— 
November, 1900, to November, 1901—$36. Rent, 
$4.50; clothes and shoes, $6; doctor and med- 
icine, $1.50; coal, $2; lodge and church, $1.50; 
household goods, $2; total, $17.50. There s 
left a balance of $18.50 for food for six dus- 
ing the month! . 


THE CARE OF ROSES.
